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'THE OPTIMISM OF AN EXPERT. 


(Juel Chandler Harris. in The Saturday 
Evening Post.) 
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I believe that, at bottom, a majority 
of the American people are at one with 
respect to the negro and his future, 
and the reason I have for making the 
Statement is a sound one, namely, that 
a large majority of the people of this 
country are blessed with common sense 
in a larger measure than those of any 
other country on the globe.
